The Western feminists who come in contact with our 
women at thes time frequently only have a partial under 
standing of our problems. they grew up under different 
onditions and they ecxpenenced different deveiop 
mental problems They often seem too miittant to our 
women and therefore the end effect 1s negative rather 
than positive The questions posed by foreign feminists 
to our women are often—from our port of view— 
relatively complex or downnght incomprehensible so 
that we sometime fee! naive and simple-minded. and 
thes. of course. does not help mutual understanding 


We are also separated by the tact that Western women 
frequently reduce the problems of feminism to the 
number of women represented in the parliament and 
public administration However for decades ou: 


women lived under a regime that implemented a so 
allied quota system—+so and so many women. workers 
and tarmers had to be elected to the National Assembly 
the national committees, ctc —so why should they fight 
tor hngher quotas now since they are convinced that such 
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acuion leads nowhere’ Western women do not under- 
Mand thew attitude. the attempt to attain a higher 
percentage in representation obviously is of great signi! 
cance to them, but it is the result of different prior 
exapenences. They also cannot understand why our 
women, after years of actively striving to Dring down a 
\otalitanian regime. have so few representatives in par 
lament and in the government It is difficult for me \ 
explain to them that, for me personally participation in 
public life 1s not linked to public office and that i 5 
possible to make positive and effective policies that are 
not connected with a political party and. in tact. that 
(his has the advantage of being (otaily independen: 
etMically and intellectually 


(Jur women, including myself, ultimately Delieve that 
there are other questions on the agenda thal are more 
important than feminism Apart from (this. women s

In the end effect. | beleve thai—relatively speakine—
